Having come to the conclusion that 


the surest way to provide electric 
lights tor the people of this city is 
for the city to establish Its own elec- 
tric plant, the city council has in- 
-structed the mayor to call an election 
lor the purpose of voting on the ques- 
tion of bonding for this purpose, and 
Mayor Ott has called the election to 
be held September 7. 


No other immediate and sure rem- 


edy for the present condition has been 
presented and in the bond election 
the question will be put up to the peo- 
ple to say whether the city shall erect 
a plant or remain in the kerosene and 
candle stage. 


The matter was thoroughly discuss- 


ed at the council meeting held last 
Friday night for the purpose of re- 
ceiving propositions from any parties 
making applications for an electric 
franchise in the city, and no appli- 
cations were received. 
Rather than 


wait longer on uncertainties the city 
•council decided to establish a munici- 
pal plant of such proportions and ca- 
pacity as the sum of money derived 
irom a bond issue will permit and the 
:flrst step toward this was taken at 
'once. 


Under the state law the city can 


itself for this purpose for not 


to exceed seven per cent of the 
assessed valuation on real and person- 
al property within the city limits and 
this limit will amount to about $52,- 
•000. This sum is insufficient to es- 
tablish a first class plant which will 
nave- a capacity to take care of the 
needs of the city very far in the future, 
but it will establish a plant which, will 
take care of the present needs of the 
community and supply first class ser- 
vice to the patrons. The move taken 
by the council is > the only thing to 
be done u^dei the" circumstances and 
it should have the loyal support of all 
citizens. , The News does not favor 
municipal ownership of such utilities 
under ordinary 
circumstancesi but 


these are not ordinary circumstances 
and the city must have lights before 
the winter season comes1 on. 


Distribution System Purchase* 


Receiver Hutchinson and Attorney 


Clark for the New Smyrna Public Ser 
vice company were present at the 
meeting of the council Friday night 
for the purpose of completing the sale 
of the distribution system, which in 
eludes the poles, lines, transformers 
and meters, to the city, and the sale 
was completed and signed and th> 
representatives of the company were 
given a check for $10,000 in payment 
The receiver presented an order from 
the federal district court for the sal 
to be made and this system is now 
the property of the city. The receive 
and attorney refused to include in 
the sale the meters which were re- 
moved by employes of the New Smyr 
na Public Service company recently 
but the purchase includes all othe 
meters in the city.

J. E. Gates has been employed by 


the city council and board of bond 
trustees as superintendent of the city 
waterworks, succeeding C. M. Daly, 
and has already entered upon the du- 
ties of that position. 


Mr. Gates is an experienced man in 


this work *nd will be a valuable assis- 
tant to the city council and board of 
bond trustees in their endeavor to 
get some kind of system out of the 
tangled mess in which the waterworks 
affairs are said to be. One of the con- 
ditions of Mr. Gates' employment is 
that lie shall assist in making an in- 
ventory ot property belonging to the 
waterworks department 
and 
shall 


render regular reports to the council 
and bond trustees of all matrial used, 
expenses incurred, etc. 


This inventory and these reports 


may throw some light on why the tax- 
payers have been called on to help 
keep the city waterworks going dur- 
ing the last year. According to state- 
ments by C. L. Dohn, city clerk, the 
income from patrons of the city water- 
works runs about $425 per month, 
which is about $5,000 per year, and 
that about $2,300, or nearly $200 per 
month, has been transferred from the 
general and other funds of the city to 
the waterworks department to meet 
expenses during the last year. Why 
the waterwokrs department has been 
such an expensive proposition for the 
taxpayers has never been explained 
to the public and the board of bond 
trustees claim they have not been able 
to get reports of the workings of this 
department and that this is the rea- 
son they finally refused to counter- 
sign the salary 
payments 
for the 


former superintendent. 


The taxpayers would be interested 


in knowing how this money was spent 
on the waterworks during the last 
year.

CITRUS FRUIT SEASON 


IS PRACTICALLY OVER 


The Florida citrus fruit season is 


practically over, and has, probably 
been the best year the growers have 
ever had from a price standpoint, 
says the federal reserve board's bulle- 
tin. 
The railroads report shipments 


for the season up to June 29 of 17,098 
car:, of oranges, and 12,264 cars of 
grapefruit. 
To the same date last 


year there had been shipped 13,8.-!S 
cars of oranges and 7,872 cars of 
grapefruit making an increase for 
this year of 3,265 cars of oranges ind 
4,392 cars of grapefruit. 


The prospects for next season in- 


dicate an increase 111 oranges, but a 
crop of grapefruit smaller by 25 per 
cent or 30 per cent than this, year's 
pint1 action

condition 
of 
most growing 


crops in Florida has improved wonder- 
fulls with the favorable weather, and 
whil" not yet up to condition at this 
time last vear, there is good prospect 
for satisfactory yields m spite of the 
late wet spring. Prospects are excel- 
lent tor sugarcane, sweet .potatoes, 
rice and late hay ciops, fair to good 
for^ peanuts, peas and velvet beans, 
but poor for early corn and sorghum 
for syrup. 
Peanuts are making a 


splendid growth and if weather allows 
the nuts to set properly, the yield 
will be heavj. 
Most of the tobacco 


crop has been harvested, and the crop 
is bettei than the average. 


MAN SENTENCED TO HANG IN 


CALIFORNIA SAYS KILLING OF 


MRS. 
CLARK 
WAS 
ONE 
OF 


SEVEN MURDERS. 


Through an exchange of telegrams 


between DeLand and Los Angeles 
there appears to be but little doubt 
that Mose Gibson, a former DeLand 
negro, has been identified as the mur- 
derer of Mrs. Susan B. Clr.rk of Or- 
ange City, who was foully murdered 
in her home in that village the night 
of November 11, 1919. 


Gibson wc,s recently arrested at 


Topoca, Ariz., for the murder of Roy 
Trapp, a California rancher, and his 
wife. 
The negro confessed to the 


crime, and is sentenced to hang at 
Los Angoles on September 4 for the 
crime. After his sentence he is said 
to have told the sheriff that he had 
killed five other persons besides the 
Trapps, and one of them he named 
as an aged woman in Orange City 
Junction, stating that he killed her 
with a htimmer last November and 
robbed her. 


There seems to be but little doubt 


that Gibson is the man wanted for 
this crime. A negro by that name 
was about DeLand previous to the 
murder and was known in that city. 


That the condemned man is the one 


wanted for the murder of Mrs. Clark 
and for the assault on Mrs. Laura A. 
Marshall of Orange City Junction the. 
same night, is a relief to the minds of 
Volusia county authorities, who lost 
all track of the murderer immediate- 
ly following the crime 


Lying in a pool of her life blood, 


Mrs. Susan B. Clark, an aged woman 
of Orange City, -was found dead in her 
rooms the morning of Nov. 12, her 
death having been caused, apparently, 
by a blow from a hard piece of metal. 
Mrs. Clark owned a store on the 
principal street of the town and oc- 
cupied rooms alone above the store. 
Following closely on the discovery 
of the murder, of Mrs. Clark came the 
report that Mrs. Laura A. Marshall, 
who conducted a lunch counter and re- 
sided at Orange City Junction, had 
been 
horribly beaten 
during the 


night by a negro. The man came to 
Mrs. 
Marshall's, house* seized her and 


tied her to a bedpost. He first en- 
deavored to have her hand over her 
money, and when she refused she was 
struck over the head with a hammer 
and badly beaten about the body, the 
man leaving her for dead after steal- 
ing $80. 


Several arrests were made following 


the murder, but in each case 
no 


evidence could be found to hold the 
suspects. 


There will probably be no action 


taken by Volusia county authorities 
over the capture of Gibson, as he 
will answer for the murder of his 


NOT COUNTED AS RESIDENTS OF 


VOLUSIA COUNTY, ALTHOUGH 


OFFICIAL FIGURES HAVE BEEN 


ANNOUNCED. 


That the taking of the federal oem- 


sus was incomplete and unfair i» 
Volusia county is shown by the fact 
that at least one whole community 
was not enumerated and that the 
residents of that section are not listed 
as citizens of Volusia county and the 
United States. 


Fred Burdick, a prominent farmer 


of the Samsula section, is authority 
for the statement that no federal cen- 
sus enumerator visited that section of 
the county and that so far as he haa 
been able to learn the people living in 
that community have not been listed 
as residents of the United States. 


Since the appearance of the articla 


in a recent issue of the News giving 
the official population of New Smyr- 
na and Volusia county, Mr. Burdick 
has taken upon himself the matter of 
investigation. 
Mr. Burdiek is head 


of tho Farmers' Union in that section 
and well acquainted with all the peo- 
ple living in the community. 
He 


knew he had never been visited by & 
census enumerator, so he began in- 
quiring among his neighbors, and so 
far as his investigations went no 
tomes in that section were visited 
for the purpose of taking the census. 
There are about 60 patrons of tKe 
Samsula postoffice and although the 
official population of JTolusia coun'y 
lias been announced from the census 
office in Washington these people, are - 
not included as residents of the coun- 
ty. 
This is a part of Olencoe pr.v 


eincc and the official population of *he 
Glencoe precinct is announced as Ml 
—which is probably less than th* 
number of people actually residents 
of the Samsula community alone. 


There is no question but that the 


taking of tie census in New Smyrna 
was incomplete. The statement that' 
New Smyrna has less population thaa 
it had five years ago is preposterous, 
yet this is the fact shown by the 
official 
figures.

the surest way to provide electric 
lights tor the people of this city is

No other immediate and sure rem- 


edy for the present condition has been 
presented and in the bond election 
the question will be put up to the peo- 
ple to say whether the city shall erect 
a plant or remain in the kerosene and 
candle stage. 


The matter was thoroughly discuss- 


ed at the council meeting held last 
Friday night for the purpose of re- 
ceiving propositions from any parties 
making applications for an electric 
franchise in the city, and no appli- 
cations were received.

wait longer on uncertainties the city 
•council decided to establish a munici- 
pal plant of such proportions and ca- 
pacity as the sum of money derived 
irom a bond issue will permit and the 
:flrst step toward this was taken at 
'once. 


Under the state law the city can 


itself for this purpose for not 


to exceed seven per cent of the 
assessed valuation on real and person- 
al property within the city limits and 
this limit will amount to about $52,- 
•000. This sum is insufficient to es- 
tablish a first class plant which will 
nave- a capacity to take care of the 
needs of the city very far in the future, 
but it will establish a plant which, will 
take care of the present needs of the 
community and supply first class ser- 
vice to the patrons. The move taken 
by the council is > the only thing to 
be done u^dei the" circumstances and 
it should have the loyal support of all 
citizens. , The News does not favor

J. E. Gates has been employed by 


the city council and board of bond 
trustees as superintendent of the city 
waterworks, succeeding C. M. Daly, 
and has already entered upon the du- 
ties of that position. 


Mr. Gates is an experienced man in 


this work *nd will be a valuable assis- 
tant to the city council and board of 
bond trustees in their endeavor to 
get some kind of system out of the 
tangled mess in which the waterworks 
affairs are said to be. One of the con- 
ditions of Mr. Gates' employment is 
that lie shall assist in making an in- 
ventory ot property belonging to the 
waterworks department 
and 
shall 


render regular reports to the council 
and bond trustees of all matrial used, 
expenses incurred, etc. 


This inventory and these reports 


may throw some light on why the tax- 
payers have been called on to help 
keep the city waterworks going dur- 
ing the last year. According to state- 
ments by C. L. Dohn, city clerk, the 
income from patrons of the city water- 
works runs about $425 per month, 
which is about $5,000 per year, and 
that about $2,300, or nearly $200 per 
month, has been transferred from the 
general and other funds of the city to 
the waterworks department to meet 
expenses during the last year. Why 
the waterwokrs department has been 
such an expensive proposition for the 
taxpayers has never been explained 
to the public and the board of bond 
trustees claim they have not been able 
to get reports of the workings of this 
department and that this is the rea- 
son they finally refused to counter- 
sign the salary 
payments 
for the 


former superintendent. 


The taxpayers would be interested 


in knowing how this money was spent 
on the waterworks during the last 
year.

CITRUS FRUIT SEASON 


IS PRACTICALLY OVER 


The Florida citrus fruit season is 


practically over, and has, probably 
been the best year the growers have 
ever had from a price standpoint, 
says the federal reserve board's bulle- 
tin. 
The railroads report shipments 


for the season up to June 29 of 17,098 
car:, of oranges, and 12,264 cars of 
grapefruit. 
To the same date last 


year there had been shipped 13,8.-!S 
cars of oranges and 7,872 cars of 
grapefruit making an increase for 
this year of 3,265 cars of oranges ind 
4,392 cars of grapefruit. 


The prospects for next season in- 


dicate an increase 111 oranges, but a 
crop of grapefruit smaller by 25 per 
cent or 30 per cent than this, year's 
pint1 action 


The 
condition 
of 
most growing 


crops in Florida has improved wonder- 
fulls with the favorable weather, and 
whil" not yet up to condition at this 
time last vear, there is good prospect 
for satisfactory yields m spite of the 
late wet spring. Prospects are excel- 
lent tor sugarcane, sweet .potatoes, 
rice and late hay ciops, fair to good 
for^ peanuts, peas and velvet beans, 
but poor for early corn and sorghum 
for syrup. 
Peanuts are making a 


splendid growth and if weather allows 
the nuts to set properly, the yield 
will be heavj. 
Most of the tobacco 


crop has been harvested, and the crop 
is bettei than the average. 


MAN SENTENCED TO HANG IN 


CALIFORNIA SAYS KILLING OF 


MRS. 
CLARK 
WAS 
ONE 
OF 


SEVEN MURDERS. 


Through an exchange of telegrams 


between DeLand and Los Angeles 
there appears to be but little doubt 
that Mose Gibson, a former DeLand 
negro, has been identified as the mur- 
derer of Mrs. Susan B. Clr.rk of Or- 
ange City, who was foully murdered 
in her home in that village the night 
of November 11, 1919. 


Gibson wc,s recently arrested at 


Topoca, Ariz., for the murder of Roy 
Trapp, a California rancher, and his 
wife. 
The negro confessed to the 


crime, and is sentenced to hang at 
Los Angoles on September 4 for the 
crime. After his sentence he is said 
to have told the sheriff that he had 
killed five other persons besides the 
Trapps, and one of them he named 
as an aged woman in Orange City 
Junction, stating that he killed her 
with a htimmer last November and 
robbed her. 


There seems to be but little doubt 


that Gibson is the man wanted for 
this crime. A negro by that name 
was about DeLand previous to the 
murder and was known in that city. 


That the condemned man is the one 


wanted for the murder of Mrs. Clark 
and for the assault on Mrs. Laura A. 
Marshall of Orange City Junction the. 
same night, is a relief to the minds of 
Volusia county authorities, who lost 
all track of the murderer immediate- 
ly following the crime 


Lying in a pool of her life blood, 


Mrs. Susan B. Clark, an aged woman 
of Orange City, -was found dead in her 
rooms the morning of Nov. 12, her 
death having been caused, apparently, 
by a blow from a hard piece of metal. 
Mrs. Clark owned a store on the 
principal street of the town and oc- 
cupied rooms alone above the store. 
Following closely on the discovery 
of the murder, of Mrs. Clark came the 
report that Mrs. Laura A. Marshall, 
who conducted a lunch counter and re- 
sided at Orange City Junction, had 
been 
horribly beaten 
during the 


night by a negro. The man came to 
Mrs. 
Marshall's, house* seized her and 


tied her to a bedpost. He first en- 
deavored to have her hand over her 
money, and when she refused she was 
struck over the head with a hammer 
and badly beaten about the body, the 
man leaving her for dead after steal- 
ing $80. 


Several arrests were made following 


the murder, but in each case 
no 


evidence could be found to hold the 
suspects. 


There will probably be no action 


taken by Volusia county authorities 
over the capture of Gibson, as he 
will answer for the murder of his 


NOT COUNTED AS RESIDENTS OF 


VOLUSIA COUNTY, ALTHOUGH 


OFFICIAL FIGURES HAVE BEEN 


ANNOUNCED. 


That the taking of the federal oem- 


sus was incomplete and unfair i» 
Volusia county is shown by the fact 
that at least one whole community 
was not enumerated and that the 
residents of that section are not listed 
as citizens of Volusia county and the 
United States. 


Fred Burdick, a prominent farmer 


of the Samsula section, is authority 
for the statement that no federal cen- 
sus enumerator visited that section of 
the county and that so far as he haa 
been able to learn the people living in 
that community have not been listed 
as residents of the United States. 


Since the appearance of the articla 


in a recent issue of the News giving 
the official population of New Smyr- 
na and Volusia county, Mr. Burdick 
has taken upon himself the matter of 
investigation. 
Mr. Burdiek is head 


of tho Farmers' Union in that section 
and well acquainted with all the peo- 
ple living in the community. 
He 


knew he had never been visited by & 
census enumerator, so he began in- 
quiring among his neighbors, and so 
far as his investigations went no 
tomes in that section were visited 
for the purpose of taking the census. 
There are about 60 patrons of tKe 
Samsula postoffice and although the 
official population of JTolusia coun'y 
lias been announced from the census 
office in Washington these people, are - 
not included as residents of the coun- 
ty. 
This is a part of Olencoe pr.v 


eincc and the official population of *he 
Glencoe precinct is announced as Ml 
—which is probably less than th* 
number of people actually residents 
of the Samsula community alone. 


There is no question but that the 


taking of tie census in New Smyrna 
was incomplete. The statement that' 
New Smyrna has less population thaa 
it had five years ago is preposterous, 
yet this is the fact shown by the 
official 
figures. 


DeLand is 
dissatisfied 
with the 


showing of the official figures on the 
population of the county seat, and 
through the Commercial club is al- 
eady making arrangements for a. r«- 
:ount. 


New Smyrna should do the samo 


hing. Unfortunately we have no liv»

TWO TRAINS ON THE 


TITUSVILLE BRANCH 


Regarding the rumor that two trains 


will be operated on the Titusville- 
| Enterprise branch of the Florida 
East Coast railroad this winter, the 
Titusville Star Advocate has the fol- 
lowng: 


The committee appointed by the 


Titusville Civic League for the pur- 
pose of arranging with the officials of 
the Florida East Coast railroad for 
additional tram service on the Enter- 
prise branch made the following re- 
port at the regular weekly meeting 
of the league Wednesday evening: 


I take pleasure in reporting that a 


meeting of your committee, assisted 
by committees from the civic bodies 
of Aurantia and Mims, was held with 
J. P. Beckwlth, vice president of the 
F. E. C. Ry., in his private tar at Co- 
coa Tuesday afternoon. 
Mr. Beek- 


with and A. I. Pooser, superintendent 
of transportation for this division, 


gave us a very comprehensive state- 
ment of the affairs of the Enterprise 
branch as regaids to revenues, and 
also of the difficulties to be met or 
overcome in the establishment of the 
additional service requested. 


After much discussion it was mu- 


tually agreed that any additional ser- 
vice established must be in the na- 
ture of an experiment, and that its 
permanence 
would 
depend 
solely 


on the encouragement in the way 
of revenues 
received by the com- 


pany, which could best be assurred by 
the united cooperation of the patrons 
of the line, as the company would not 
be justified in continuing the service 
indefinitely unless it received a suf- 
ficient increase in revenues to show 
that the demand for additional ser- 
vice was reasonabe and supplied a 
real need, even if the maintenance of 
such service did not show a profit, 
something that none of the parties 
concerned anticipated 


Your committee 
expressed them- 


selves as being willing to accept an 
additional 
service based 
on these 


conclusions as being fair and reason- 
able to all parties concerned. Then 
an agreement was reached^ with Mr. 
Beckwith whereby a temporary ser- 
vice is to be established early in Sep- 
tember with the understanding that 
a close check of same as well as the 
present train will be kept by the com- 
pany for its information and that of 
this committee, and at the expiration 
of a reasonable time agreed on, the 
question of the continuance of 
the 


additional service will be considered 
at a meeting to be held at that time, 
and if the results shown at this meet- 
ing are encouraging and favorable 
the permanence of the service may be 
considered settled. 


Briefly, the service that may be ex- 


pected at the start is as follows: The 
present branch tram will continue on 
the existing schedule. The new train 
will be a combination passenger anc 
baggage car operated by motor anc 
capable of pulling trailers when need 
ed 
The probable schedule will be to 


leave the town of Enterprise and En 
terprise Junction in time to reach Ti 
tusville and connect with northbount 
train No. 86 at 9:30 a. m., and to re- 
mam in Titusville until after both 


rains No. 30, due at 1:28 p. m and 


i. 29, due at 3-20 p. m., have arrived, 


eavmg probably at either 4 or 4:30 


i m. for Enterprise Junction. 


As may readily be seen, all patrons 


if the line will thus be afforded an 
ipportunity tt> come to Titusville m 
he morning in time to connect with 
rains in both directions; also they 
will have several hours in Titusville 
o do buying and transact business, 
and then may return to the various 
owns along the line in the early 
ivening.
